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FEDS COME TO GREENBELT 

EPA Hears Pros and Cons 
On Interim Sewage Plant

A new element was added to the Greenbriar temporary sew¬ 
age treatment plant saga when the Federal Government, through 
the XL S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), made known 
its preliminary observations on the question of nitrogen removal 
at the public hearing held on Wednesday, May 15, at the Green- 
belt city council chambers.

In a sense the hearing was a 
re-run of an earlier hearing held 
by the Maryland Water Resources 
Administration (WRA) on No¬ 
vember 21, 1973 on the issuance 
to the Washington Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission (WSSC) of a 
State discharge permit for the in¬ 
terim treatment facility that would 
serve the 1,193-unit apartment de¬ 
velopment on the Smith-Ewing 
tract east of the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway, Only this time 
the EPA was the host agency and 
the application was for a Nation¬ 
al Pollutant Discharge Elimina¬ 
tion Permit (NPDES), 

According to Federal officials, 
the proposed Federal NPDES per¬ 
mit and the State permit are es¬ 
sentially the same, the major dif¬ 
ference being that the Federal per¬ 
mit limits the flow to 200,000 gal¬ 
lons per day. The State permit, 
which was granted by WRA on 
April 10 f 1374 would have allowed 
a flow of 325,000 gallons per day. 

Nitrogen Removal 

The failure of the WRA to in¬ 
clude 85% nitrogen removal as a 
standard has been the target of 
criticism by the Greenbelt city 
council, Greenbelt Homes, Inc., and 
the Prince Georges Environment 
Coalition. The fear expressed by 
these agencies has been that the 
discharge of nitrates and nitrites 
into the receiving stream — an 
unnamed tributary of Beaver dam 
Creek — could result in algae 
bloom and eutrophication. 

Dr. John Thomas Cookson, con¬ 
sultant to the developer, has de¬ 
nied that there is any danger of 
eutrophication of the stream. Al¬ 
gae, which deprives water of ox¬ 
ygen, Cookson said, will not grow 
without the presence of both phos¬ 
phorous and nitrogen. The facility, 
he said, will be keeping the level of 
phosphorus below that required for 
increased algae growth and will be 
removing 35 to 50% of the nitro¬ 
gen. 

Joseph A. Galda, on behalf of 
EPA, observed that the available 
data on phosphorous leads to the 
belief that utilization of phosphor¬ 
us by rooted aquatic plants would 
have the effect of limiting algae 
growth in the stream even though 
excess nitrogen would be available. 
He also stated that the “net effect 
of (adding) a small amount of ni¬ 
trogen ultimately to the Potomac 
estuary would be negligible in 
view of the nature of existing dis¬ 
charges on the Potomac.” 

In a point that was later em¬ 
phasized by Richard Schifter, at¬ 
torney for Greenbriar, Galda no¬ 
ted that the proposed Greenbriar 
interim plant will be out of opera¬ 
tion well before the Potomac im¬ 
provements are made, Schifter no¬ 
ted that nitrogen removal standards 
for the Agriculture Research Cen-

ter treatment plant are more 
stringent because the latter plant 
wil be a permanent facility. 

Galda said that the proposed 
Federal discharge permit is sche¬ 
duled to expire by July 1, 1975. 
The Western Branch permanent 
treatment plant is expected to be 
expanded by that date, eliminat¬ 
ing the need for the Greenbriar 
interim facility. 


Free-flowing Stream 

Galda’s statement, however, 


did 


not tackle the question of wheth¬ 
er the receiving stream is a free- 
flowing stream. The State of Mary¬ 
land has classified the stream as 
fulfilling the flow condition re¬ 
quirement. Galda said that his ag¬ 
ency ruled that the processing of 
the NPDES permit could take 
place concurrently with the con¬ 
sideration by NASA for the gran¬ 
ting of a 150-foot right-of-way for 
the piping of effluent to the stream 
on the grounds that the discharge 
permit does not involve Federal 
financial assistance. Based on a 
draft Environmental Impact 
Statement, NASA has stated that 
it would approve the easement up¬ 
on the developers obtaining the 
EPA permit. NASA held that the 
proposed plant will yield an efflu¬ 
ent of a higher quality than the 
receiving stream and that there 
will be adequate safeguards to pre¬ 
clude the discharge of low-qual-

Pilski Seeks Rebate 
Of County Tax 
For Police Service 

In a hard-hitting statement, 
Greenbelt Mayor Richard Pilski 
last week attacked the county ex¬ 
ecutive’s budget for failure to ad¬ 
here to a tax differential formula 
established by the county council 
for reimbursement of municipal 
services that are not provided by 
the county. 

Instead of using a property tax 
differential formula, county execu¬ 
tive William Guliett is proposing to 
follow last year’s plan of provid¬ 
ing a rebate to municipaFitiesj 
Pilski noted that the rebate .for¬ 
mula has been arbitrarily changed 
without consulting the cities and 
that Greenbelt would be receiving 
less this year under the new for¬ 
mula if not for a “hold harmless” 
clause. 

But Pilski’s biggest objection was 
the failure of the county to rec¬ 
ognize the police service in Green¬ 
belt. 

“The executive repeatedly has 
stated that police service is pro¬ 
vided equally throughout the coun¬ 
ty and, therefore, there is no jus¬ 
tification for a tax differential. 
Let me tell you loud and clear,” 
Pilski told the county council at 
last week’s budget hearing, “the 
people of Greenbelt know that just 
isn’t so.” 

Pilski’s remarks were greeted 
with applause from the audience. 


Council On Threshold 
Of Hiking Refuse Fees 

Introduced for first reading at 
the May" 20 city council meeting 
was a proposed increase in refuse 
collection service fees amounting 
to 75 cents a month for most resi¬ 
dents. The new monthly rate for 
basic residential trash collections 
would be $4 a month, effective 
July 1, 1974. City officials said that 
the increase is necessary in order 
to meet increasing salary expen¬ 
ses and substantial increases in 
landfill expenses. Council will take 
final action on the proposal dur¬ 
ing budget considerations.

BANK EXTENSION SUBJECT 
OF CITY LAND AGREEMENT

The outlines of an agreement between the city and the own¬ 
ers of the commercial property at the Center were given gen¬ 
eral approval by the city council at its regular meeting on Monday, 
May 20. This agreement is designed to make it possible for Sub¬ 
urban Trust Company to construct an addition to the bank that 
would provide safety deposit boxes and outside walk-in windows. 

The enlargement of the bank from the* Rhode Island Ave. ri & “ 
would involve an eight-foot wide of-way terminating at Greenbelt 
strip of land adjacent to the west Road to a new route running wes ^ 
end of the bank. Since this land of the University of Maryland an 
is now city-owned, the agreement terminating at 1-95 and the Belt- 


would provide for the city to deed 
this land to the commercial pro¬ 
perty owners, William and Charles 
Cohen Investments, in exchange for 
the latter deeding to the city the 
sidewalk and the tree planting strip 
paralleling Centerway. Council is 
also seeking the deeding of the 
sidewalks that parallel the interior 
Center mall stores and buildings. 
Much concern has been expressed 
over the condition of these side¬ 
walks. 

Additional terms of the agree¬ 
ment would include city permission 
for construction on its property ad¬ 
jacent to the 8-foot strip of a new 
sidewalk extending from the park¬ 
ing lot to the entrance to the 
enlarged bank and city agreement 
to repair and maintain the side¬ 
walk area acquired from Cohen 
Investments at no expense to the 
adjacent property owner. 

City manager James Giese said 
that the transaction may take 
some time to consummate as it will 
be necessary for the property to be 
rezoned and a parking special ex¬ 
ception to be obtained prior to 
construction. 

Borrowings 

In another Center Mall matter, 
the council accepted the bid of 
Suburban Trust Company for the 
permanent financing of the $60,000 
pedestrian mall improvements. The 
interest rate will be 5.75 percent 
per annum on bonds in the amount 
of $60,000 to be sold at the rate 
of $4,000 a year for a 15-year 
period. The payment of the bonds 
would be made from monies re¬ 
ceived from an ad valorem property 
tax on properties within a special 
taxing district — the private pro¬ 
perties at the Greenbelt commer¬ 
cial center. 

The council approved for first 
reading an ordinance authorizing 
city issuance of a tax anticipation 
note up to $100,000. According to 
Giese, this borrowing is necessi¬ 
tated by the fact that the city has 
virtually no surplus funds on hand, 
and that there will be times during 
the next few months until property 
tax payments are recpived in Sep¬ 
tember, when operating expenses 
will exceed income.

Coimeilmen Tom White and Gil 
Weideoifeld noted what t-key 
thought were several drawback® 
of this proposal: (1) Maryland 
.students would not be using the 
subway that much since most tra¬ 
vel laterally from Montgomery 
county and southern Prince Geor¬ 
ges connty rather than from Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia; <2) the 1-95 
termirius is in sparsely populated 
area that would have to be reach¬ 
ed mainly by automobile, whereas 
the Greenbelt Rd. terminus is in 
the middle of densely populated 
area and could be reached by oth^ 
er means such as existing bus lines 
(and the intra-city bus system, if 
adopted). 

The council adopted a motion 
opposing the realignment. 

Police Dept. Complaints 

Council received complaints 
from an 8-Ridge court resident 
that the police chief is inacces¬ 
sible, that the Center Mall area is 
not properly policed, especially 
with respect to bicycling and par¬ 
king in excess of 20 minutes at 
Centerway, and that violaion of 
stop signs are not being appre¬ 
hended. 

Meetings 

Council set Monday, June 3 for 
the public hearing on the 1974-75 
municipal budget, with June, 4 set 
aside if needed to finish the re¬ 
view. Council will then adopt the 
budget on Monday, June 17. Coun¬ 
cil also set July 15 as an input 
meeting to hear citizens comments 
on the Year 2000 Plan. 

Purchasing Procedures 
Council adopted a new purchas¬ 
ing procedure ordinance after de¬ 
leting a section dealing with em¬ 
ergency purchases (which will be 
considered later after a change in 
the charter). Some of the more 
significant changes are: (1) for¬ 
mal bid procedures are required 
only for purchases in excess of 
$2,500; (2) bids would normally 

be publicly opened during nor¬ 
mal business hours, rather than 
at council meetings; and (3) pro¬ 
visions for direct purchasing by 
departments of materials and sup¬ 
plies under $100. 

Crisman Honored 

Former Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad 
Chief Heubert J. Crisman was pre¬ 
sented a resolution in recognition 
of his ten ve^rs of service as a 
volunteer fireman and eight vears 
of service as chief. Th<* council 
also gave recognition to the entire 
GVFD & RS. Crisman will be ta¬ 
king on a new job at the county 
level. 

Boys Club Activities 
Following the recommendations 
of the citv’s Park and Recreation 
Advisorv Board, the city council 
agreed to ask the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission for certain informa¬ 
tion regarding the decision of the 
Prince Georges Boys Club not to 
permit CYO youth to participate 
in their basketball activities. This 
information included rationale for 
the decision and certain financial 
information on fees and assess¬ 
ments charged by the county or¬ 
ganization. 

The council also, followed the 
advice of PRAB not to change 
present city policv with resoect to 
fees charged for the use of recre¬ 
ation facilities. A $3 an hour fee 
is charged non-recreation service 
organizations. 

The citv has received the resig¬ 
nation of Harvey Flecbner from 
the Advisory Planning 'Board, 

The city manager was given 
authority to purchase two trucks 
through the county purchasing 
system at a total cost not to ex¬ 
ceed $11,500. 
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Aiore On Bylaw Change

By-Law Change" which appeared 
in the May 16 issue of the News 
Review, I would like to offer a 
few comments in rebuttal to that 
article. 

For the membership it may cause 
inconvenience not being able to 
vote during or after the evening 
session - however the reasoning 
that those who have odd working 
hours or other personal obligations 
really doesn’t hold much force 
since only one peson is allowed to 
vote per unit. So - the fellow wor¬ 
ker who works odd hours or is 
otherwise tied up with other per 
sonal obligations can simply have 
his wife cast the vote for his unit.

1 fail to see how a change in vo¬ 
ting hours will affect the attend¬ 
ance at the annual meeting be¬ 
cause interested parties come to 
our meetings whether or not a 
vote is taken. 

With regards to the elderly, the 
public spirited members of GHI 
have provided transportation for 
these people in the past and I am 
sure that they .will in the future - 
so the contention of inconvenience 
is of no consequence. Besides, per¬ 
haps the elderly would like to get 
out of the house for a moment 
during the day , . . 

I notice that the article made no 
comment about the Teally signifi¬ 
cant change in the bylaw and that 
is the specifying of the use of 
voting machines. 

Many of us have wanted this 
bylaw to spell out that voting ma¬ 
chines will be used so members 
can decide in the privacy of a ma¬ 
chine booth for whom they want 
to cast their ballot - this is the 
first reason. The second reason is 
that some feel that the integrity 
of the vote is a bit more secure 
when machines are used than 
when a ballot box is used. And 
while neither of these reasons are 
based on facts but on personal 
feelings - there was enough in¬ 
terest in the matter to place it on 
a referendum so that the members 
could decide this critical Issue in 
the privacy of a machine booth 
and not by a show of cards after 
another hectic debate on the floor.

"Unfounded Charges " 

A 11 Open Letter lo All GHI Mem- 
bers: 

I have never felt it was neces¬ 
sary to answer the unwarranted 
and unfounded charges that have 
been made in the News Review 
letters or in flyers distributed to 
GHI members’ homes. Rightly or 
wrongly, I considered that most 
members were sufficiently well in¬ 
formed to recognize the unworthi¬ 
ness of the countless unfounded 
charges. 

A recent flyer distributed to GHI 
members signed by Martha Hutz- 
ler, however, is so erroneous, so 
lacking in fact, and so malicious 
that I would be derelict in my re- 
sponsibilties as GHI treasurer if 
I did not attempt to correct Mrs. 
Hutzler and her friends. 

In 1968 a capital improvement 
borrowing program was author¬ 
ized by the membership. A limit of 
$500,000 was set on the total pro¬ 
gram. The program was not begun 
until late 1969, no borrowing was 
done until the first, quarter of 1970. 
Work progressed through 1970 and 
19 il and into 1972 when, it was cur¬ 
tailed. The highest amount on the 
Suburban Trust note reached near¬ 
ly $390,000 The debt service for 
the borrowing program, which in¬ 
cludes principal and interest pay¬ 
ments. have ranged from $43,000 
in 1969 to $67,000 in 1974. The in¬ 
terest rate has ranged from 6% 
to over 10%. (Qur agreement with 
Suburban Trust calls for interest 
on 90 day notes at V 2 % over the 
current prime rate.) 

For your information, I have 
compiled the outstanding note pay¬ 
able amounts for the , capital im¬ 
provement program, which were 
taken from the audited GHI state¬ 
ments.

These figures are for brick and 
frame homes, the frame home out¬ 
standing balance at the end of 1973 
would be approximately $233,000. 

Since no more borrowing is con¬ 
templated under this program, the 
outstanding amount at the end of 
1974 can be projected at approxi¬ 
mately $250,000. The ratio of in¬ 
debtedness in the brick and frame 
is nearly L brick, % frame. 

I hope the figures give you a 
more factual account of the GHI 
1968 approved capital improvement 
borrowing program. There can be 
honest differences as to the wis¬ 
dom of undertaking such work in 
1969, ’70 and ’71. There also could 
be valid criticism about value re¬ 
ceived for those borrowed dollars, 
however, my purpose in commun ¬ 
icating to you is to show clearly 
the amounts involved and I would 
also point ^ut that the work that 
^vas completed with those borrowed 
dollars was quite worthwhile. Dur¬ 
ing those years 1969, ’70 and ’71 we 
replaced bad water lines, we ac¬ 
complished boiler repairs, perform¬ 
ed some porch and roofing re¬ 
pairs — this was work that we 
could not have accomplished with 
our operating charges. 

The only thing further I can say 
about Mrs. Hutzler’s flyer is that 
everything in it is wrong, remark¬ 
able as it may seem, everything 
in it is in error.

controlled class size of no 
more than 34 students is main¬ 
tained for maximum effectiveness. 
The class day has been lengthen¬ 
ed to permit a half day session 
each Wednesday which frees the 
faculty for a weekly workshop to 
evaluate and expand the individu¬ 
alized program. In the upper 
grades, the daily program is de¬ 
partmentalized to use the special 
training of each individual faculty 
member to full advantage. 

A readiness test is administered 
for entrance to first grade, and an 
academic screening for placement 
purposes is made in the case of a 
transfer student. Once all spaces 
for a given school year are filled, 
a waiting list is maintained. 

Administration and operation of 
the school are carried out by a 
combination of parents and facul¬ 
ty. The present faculty includes 
a principal and 3 other members 
of the Congregation of the Sisters 
of the Holy Cross and 5 lay teach¬ 
ers. Resource teachers in music 
and physical education, an office 
secretary and the school custod¬ 
ian complete the staff. The facul¬ 
ty represent 7 states and 12 col-- 
leges/universities. The present 
seven-member elected lay School 
Board is comprised of 1 women 
and 3 men. A large part of the 
Board's work Involves the mater¬ 
ial needs of the school and formu¬ 
lating workable financing plans to 
meet those needs, The school prin-^ 
cipal and faculty representatives 
take an active part in all School 
Board deliberations. This insures 
that the thoughts and opinions of 
those closest to the school scene 
are an important part of the 
Board’s decisions. An active Home 
and School Association provides a 
forum for parents and teachers to 
discuss mutual problems and to 
exchange ideas and information. 

Sr. Anne Frederick Tardiff 
C.S.C., St. Hugh’s principal for 
the past six years, is a strong ad¬ 
vocate of the curriculum advanc¬ 
es brought to the school program 
in recent years and of the parents’ 
involvement through the elected 
School Board, the Home and 
School Association, and other ser¬ 
vices to the school. She feels that 
parental rights and responsibili¬ 
ties in the education of their chil¬ 
dren make parental participation 
essential. 

Approximately 20 mothers come 
weekly to the various classes, 
working with small groups of chil¬ 
dren for both reinforcement and 
acceleration; the school library is 
manned by volunteers; parents as- 


provide transportation to various 
activities, prepare the monthly 
special occasion luncheons, and 
serve as "umps” for Sports Day. 
Fathers and sons work together 
patching the school roof, painting, 
earing for the lawn, repairing fur¬ 
niture, equipment, etc. Profession¬ 
als among the parents share their~ 
pnaJessional experience as supple¬ 
ments to the appropriate class¬ 
room programs and serve judg¬ 
es lor the annual Science Flair. 

FJxtra curricular activities play 
a vital role in the educational'pro^ 
gram. Monthly assemblies^ held' 
within the past year included pre* 
seiftations by the Maryland Uni¬ 
versity Theatre Guild, tfte John 
Carroll/Regina High Schotrfs Com- 
Tuned Choirs, and the Pfrli£e K- 
INhie Corps. Also trips tx> the Ken¬ 
nedy Center and Art Museums are- 
part of the program. Glre of the • 
highlights of each school year- 
Is the St. Hugh’s Taifent Show.. 
This is the affair in which- 
the young “hams” are encour-- 
aged to surface. Singing, dfenc-- 
cing. Instrumentals, magicians; ba¬ 
ton twlrlers, and pantomime are* 
the order of the tlay._ Other high¬ 
lights include the Science Fair and 1 
the Sports Day.

St. Hugh’s school building also 
houses the pari&b Office of Relig¬ 
ious Edncatioir a'nd its program of 
evening an$ weekend religion 


classes and services for the pub¬ 
lic sehool children of the parish, 
the handicapped, and the adults. 
The CYO athletic program, the 
parish sponsored scout program, 
and the teen club call this “home.” 
The school auditorium is also used 
by other groups from the Green¬ 
belt community. 

St. Hugh’s is financed partly by 
parents’ tuitions, and partly by 
other parishioners. 

No article about St Hugh’s 
School would be complete without 
mentioning a youngster who was 
a real source of inspiration to his 
schoolmates, to the faculty, and 
the whole community. Joe Roland’s 
illness and death during this school 
year touched the hearts of all who 
knew him. There is a special mem¬ 
ory reserved at St. Hugh’s for 
Joe. In a sense, his life epitomizes 
the goals St. Hugh’s strives to in¬ 
culcate; love of God, of family, of 
country, and of fellow men. St. 
Hugh’s strives to develop virtue 
and integrity. Those who knew 
Joe and his sufferings can apprec¬ 
iate the impact his short life had 
on this community.

ity effluent. 

Opponents of the plant took is¬ 
sue with these findings. Rhea 
Cohen, who was representing the 
Prince Georges Enivronment Co¬ 
alition, argued that the stream’s 
flow was unpredictable because 
it was controlled by a nearby pond 
on NASA property. She also refer¬ 
red to NASA’s impact statement 
which questioned WRA’s conclus¬ 
ion that the stream at the point of 
confluence met Maryland’s defin¬ 
ition of a perennial stream. 

Ms. Cohen charged that the W- 
RA decision to issue a discharge 
permit was influenced by political 
pressure, and said that it was 
made “in complete disregard 
for the unique qualities of the re¬ 
ceiving waters, without adequate 
data base, and in a totally unpro¬ 
fessional and unscientific man¬ 
ner.” She felt that WRA should 
revoke its discharge permit and 
hold another hearing taking into 
consideration additional testimony. 

Virus Testing 

Galda’s statement did not dis¬ 
cuss virus-removal. Cookson ex¬ 
plained the process that was de¬ 
signed to remove and detect vi¬ 
ruses, and the fact that the de¬ 
veloper will now provide for rou¬ 
tine virus examination once a 
month, even though the State has 
not required it. Opponents main¬ 
tained that there are no reliable 
techniques for detection of viruses 
in wastewater. 

Opponents also feared that there 
might be mechanical breakdowns 
and that WSSC personnel would 
not be competent to operate the 
plant. Cookson said that arrange¬ 
ments had been made for him to 
monitor the plant and that opera¬ 
tors would undergo an intensive 
training program. He described 
the plant’s on-site laboratory and 
safeguards such as recycling, 
back-up and alarm systems, and 
an emergency hook-up to the pub¬ 
lic system. Operators, he said, 
would be on the job around the 
clock. 

Schifter said that the WSSC 
and Greenbriar Associates were in 
the process of finalizing an oper¬ 
ating agreement which will be 
brought before the commission this 
week. The plant will be operated 
by WSSC with the developer as¬ 
suming all costs of operation and 
liability. 

Ms. Cohen wondered whether 
the promises of the developer 
could be counted on. She stressed 
previous instances where the de¬ 
veloper had allegedly failed to 
show his good faith — conceal¬ 
ment of a request for an on¬ 
site treatment plant, initiation of 
plant construction without getting 
proper permits, and recently his 
opening the project to the public 
without a use and occupancy per¬ 
mit. 

Schifter observed that even Ms. 
Cohen attested to the high stand¬ 
ards of the Greenbriar plant. He 
noted that she urged WRA to use 
the Greenbriar permit as “a min¬ 
imum model for other package 
plants.” Ms. Cohen acknowledged 
this, but said that the higher stan¬ 
dards were due to the efforts of 
the opponents of the plant. 

Alternatives 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld rep¬ 
resenting the city and Board Di¬ 
rector Hugh O’Donnell, GHI rep¬ 
resentatives, stressed the availa¬ 
bility of other alternatives to the 
on-site treatment plant. The city 
council suggested locating the 
temporary plant at the Western 
Branch and GHI noted that EPA 
testified at the October 2, 1973 
meeting of the Maryland Council 
on the Environment that the best 
way to handle the sewage gener¬ 
ated by this project was at the 
Western Branch site. Both felt 
that the project should wait for 
permanent hookup to the public 
system. 

Schifter argued that the Federal 
permit should be granted because 
Greenbriar will fill a great need 
for housing of good quality and 
design. He saw the issue as to whe¬ 
ther the Greenbriar housing units, 
which are almost ready for oc¬ 
cupancy, will become available or 
whether they will be withheld 
from the market. He charged op¬ 
ponents of Greenbriar with using 
the environmental laws aa an ex¬ 
cuse to throttle all development, 
good or bad.
